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YORK, iſt of 7th Month, 1796. 


A MrkEriNd of Friends was held here the 28th 


of oth Month, 1792, for the purpole of taking into 
conſideration the propriety of providing a retired 
habitation, with neceſlary advice, attendance, &c, 
for the Members of our Society, and others pro- 
feſſing with us, who may be in a ſtate of Luna cy, 
or ſo deranged in mind (not Idiots) as to require 
ſuch a proviſion. 


PERSONs of this deſcription (who are truly ob- 
jects of tender ſympathy and compaſſion) are often, 
from the peculiar treatment which they require, ne- 


ceſſarily committed wholly to the government of 


people of other Societies; by which means their 
own minds, and the feelings of their near connex1- 
ons, are rendered more diſſatisfied and uncomtorta- 
ble, than would probably be the caſe, were they un- 
der the notice and care of thoſe with whom they 
are connected in religious ſociety. It appeared, 
therefore, very deſirable, that an Inſtitution ſhould 
be formed, wholly under the governmentof Friends, 
for the relief and accomodation of ſuch perſons, of 
all ranks with reſpe& to property. This would, 
doubtleſs, in ſome 3 alleviate the anxiety of 
their Relations, render the minds of the Patients 


more caſy in their lucid intervals, and conſequently 


tend to facilitate and promote their recovery. 
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Tuouqen it may be ſaid, that there are already ma- 


ny public Inſtitutions of the kind, which render 
this unneceſſary, yet it is evident, beſides what has 


been remarked on this head in the former publicati- 
ons, that ſeveral peculiar and important advantages 
will accrue from an Inſtitution confined to ourſelves, 
As peopleof regular conduct, and even religiouſly diſ- 
poſed minds, are not exempt from this diſorder, their 
confinement amongſt perſons in all reſpects ſtrangers, 
and their promiſcuous expoſure to ſuch company as is 
moſtly found 1n public Inſtitutions of this kind, muſt 
be peculiarly diſguſting, and conſequently augment 
their malady. This idea is not imaginary : for it 
is well known, that the ſituation of divers Members 
of our Society, hath, from this cauſe, been unſpeak- 
ably diſtreſling : a circumſtance which mult doubt- 


leſs greatly retard, if not totally prevent their cure. 
On the other hand, when returning reaſon indicates 


a reſtoration of the mental powers, it may greatly 
tend to advance and eſtabliſh the patient's recovery, 
to perceive himſelf under the direction of perſons 
who, whilit they are careful to promote cheertul 
and ſalutary amuſements, will be concerned, at ſui- 
table ſeaſons, to cheriſh in them the ſtrengthening 
and conſolatory principles of Religion and V irtue, 
inſtead of diſſipating theſe impreſſions, by ſuch diver- 
fions as enfeeble the mind, and diſqualify it for that 
ſolid reflection which leads to ſubitantial peace and 
comfort. 


In conformity to theſe views and ſentiments, 
Friends in divers parts of the Nation have contribut- 
ed towards this Eſtabliſhment. About eleven acres 
of ground, in a very elivible ſituation ner York, 
have been purchaſed, and a Houſe erected, with

apartments ſuitable for the en of Fr tents 
in any circumſtances of life. The following are the 
Regulations which have been adopted. 


1ſt. TuAr the Inſtitution be eſtabliſhed and ſup- 
ported by Annuities, Donations, and annual Sub- 
ſcriptions; and that the lame (which ſhould be alto- 
gether voluntary) be promoted amongſt Friends 
within the compals of any quarterly Meeting. 


24, Trar each Subſcriber, by way of Annuity, 
contributing a ſum not leſs than twenty pounds, ſhall 
receive an intereſt of five per cent. per annum, dur- 
ing life: and as the undertaking may not be able to 
= pay this intereſt, and otherwiſe maintain itſelf, for 
the firſt three years, that thoſe entered as Sublcri- 
bers for annual payments, be engaged for three years 
certain, in caſe the Sublcriber ſhould ſo long live. 


3d. Tur a contribution of one hundred pounds, 
from any quarterly or other Meeting in its collec- 
tive capacity, or a donation of twenty-five pounds 
from any Friend, or a ſubſcription of fifty pounds 
for an annuity, ſhall entitle ſuch Meeting, Donor, 
or Annuitant, reſpectively, to the privilege of nomi- 
nating one poor Patient at a time, on the lowelt 
terms of admiſſion. 


4th. Taar the name of every Annuitant, Donor, 
and Subſcriber, be recorded in a book to be kept for: 
that purpoſe; and that every Annuitant, Donor of 
not leſs than two guineas, and Subſcriber of ſums in 
any manner equal to two guineas (being and conti— 
nuing a Member of our Society), thall be a Mein- 
ber of the Meetings which are to be held for the 
government and ſuperintendance of the Inſtitution.

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5th. Tnar there be paid for Board, Waſhing, me- * 


dical Advice and Medicines, and all other things ne- 
ceſſary, except clothing, for every poor Fatient pri- 


vileged agreeably to the third Rule, a ſam not leſs 
than four ſhillings per week. 7 


bth. Tnar not leſs than eight ſhillings per week 'S 


be paid for other Patients, and more according to 


circumſtances; and fix ſhillings per week for the 
board of the ſervant of a Patient, in caſe their friends 


mould incline to {end one: which ſervant muſt be . 
approved by the Committee, The terms of admiſ- % 


hon to be ſubject to future alteration, if found ne- 
cellary, | 


7th. As the benefit of the propoſed Inſtitution is 
intended to extend to thole who are not {tritily 
Members of our Society, it is agreed that Subſcrip- 
tions may alſo be received from ſuch perſons. 


8th. In caſe any quarterly Meeting be ſo ſmall, 
or its Members not in an eligible fituation to raiſe 
one hundred pounds, the General Mecting of Sub- 


icribers {hall have power, on application, to extend 


the privilege of the third Rule to ſuch Meetings, 
on contributing a {maller ſum, at the diſcretion of 


the ſaid General Meeting. 
gth. Fox the ſatisfaction of Subſcribers on life 


annuities, and thoſe who have lent, or may hereafter 
lend, any money to this Inſtitution, this Meeting 
declares, that the whole real and perſonal property 
thereunto belonging, acquired; and to be acquired, 
ſhall ftand and continue a ſecurity to the laid life 
Annuitants, for the annual payment of their intereſt, 


and to the Lenders aforeſaid, for the regular pay- ® 


ment of principal and intereſt. 10th. IHA T 
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10th, Tyar the privilege of Meetings or Perions 
to recommend poor Patients on the loweſt terms of 
admiſhon, according to the third and eighth Rules 
of th month, 1794, ſhall not be taken away or di- 
miniſhed, notwithſtanding eny general powers which 
are or may be inveſted in the future Directors. 


11th, TuAr a Meeting of the Subſcribers qualifi- 
ed according to the fourth Rule of the ſame date, be 
held in the latter end of the bth month, or begin- 
ning of the 7th month of every year, unleſs ſome 
other time ſhould hereafter be found more xconve- 
nient; which Meeting ſhall be denominated the 
General Meeting; and the Friends who may com- 
pole it ſhall, from time to time, have a general ſtate 
of the family, and accounts of the Inſtitution, laid 
beſore them, and (except the two preceding minutes 
which relate to ſecurities to Annuitants, to Lenders 
of money, and to privileged Meetings and Subſcri- 
bers) ſhall have power to alter, make Rules, and give 
ſuch directions, as they may: think belt adapted to 
promote the deſigns of the Inſtitution ; and to ap- 
point a Treaſurer, who ſhall keep and diſpoſe of the 
money entruſted to him, as the ſaid Meeting {hall 
direct; they ſhall alſo confirm, alter, or abrogate the 
Orders and Regulations of any other Meetings of 
the Subſcribers, and ſhall chooſe annually a Com- 
mittee for the immediate care and management of the 
Undertaking. This Committee are to meet once a 
month at fartheſt ; fix the terms of admiſſion for the 
different Fatients; make out clear and diſtinct ac- 
counts of the ſtate of the Inſtitution ; and carry in- 
to execution the Rules and Orders made for pro- 
moting its welfare. 


12th. THAT 
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12th. Tur, during, or after the concluſion of F 


each quarterly Meeting of Friends for Yorkſhire. 


the qualified Subſcribers are to meet and examine 


the ſaid Committee's accounts, read over all their * 
minutes, advance or reduce the weekly payment of 
any of the Patients, and give the Committee ſuch 7? 


advice and direttion as they may think 3 con- 


ſiſtently with the general Rules and Orders that may 
have been eſtabliſhed. 


13th. Tur, in order to provide for a perpetual 
ſucceſſion of Directors, the General Meeting ſhall, 
in, or before, the year 1800, nominate and appoint 
forty Subſcribers, Members of our Socicty, who, 


with their ſucceſſors, as hereafter directed to be ap- 


pointed, ſhall from thenceforth (together with any 
other qualified Donor or Subſcribers, and Agents 
that may be appointed by any qualified Meeting, 


that may from time to time chooſe to attend) be the 


General Meeting, and continue the Directors of ihe 
Inſtitution, in whom the government of it ſhall 
| thereafter perpetually veſt and remain; any ten of 
whom ſhall be ſafficient to do buſineſs. The ſaid 
forty Directors, or any eight of them, with any 
other qualihed Donors or Subſcribers, to meet quar- 
terly tor the aforeſaid purpoſes of the quarterly 
Meeting of Subſcribers, 


14th. THar on the firſt appointment of the ſaid 


forty. Directors, their names are to'be carefully and 


ſuitably arranged and recorded ; and, at the expira- 


tion of each year after the ſaid appointment, the firſt 


named eight on ſaid liſt are to ceaſe to be Directors, 
and eight others, Members of our Society, appoint- 
ed by the Meeting in their place (with an OR 
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for ſuch as may be deceaſed or diſowned), any of 


whom may be choſen from the number of Donors 
and Subicribers, or others, as ſhall, in proceſs of 
time, be judged molt convenient and beſt, 


15th. Ir, at any future period, by means of ſome 
unforeſeen or unexpetted events, it ſhould appear 
to the General Meeting, that the original purpoſe 
of the Undertaking cannot be accompliſhed or pur- 
ſued, the {41d General Meeting ſhall give due notice 
in writing to all the Directors, and alſo to every 
quarterly or other Meeting of our Society which, 
according to the Rules, may be intereſted therein, 
that the dilolal of the property of the Inſtitution 
is to be taken under conſideration at their next Meet- 
ing; at which Meeting two Agents or Repreſenta- 
tives, appointed by any of the ſaid Meetings, ſhall 
be admitted as Members of the General Meeting: 


and in cle two-thirds of the Meeting ſo convened. 


ſhall agree thereto, they may ſell or diſpoſe of the 
whole eltate and property of the Inſtitution, or of 


any part thereof, or appropriate the ſame, or the 


neat produce thereof, to ſuch juſt, equitable, or 
charitable uſes, as they, on ſenous and deliberate 
conlideration, {hall judge beſt, 


16th. A Quarter of a year's maintenance for each 
Patient 1s to be regularly paid in advance; and in 
cale the Patient ſhould be cured, or die before the 
expiration of the firſt quarter, no part thereof 1s to 
be returned ; but, atter the firſt quarter, return is to 


be made for the number of whole weeks unexpired, 


at the time of removal, or deceaſe of a Patient. 


17th, Ox the admiſſion of Patients, the Commit- 
tee {hould, in general, require a certificate, ſigned 
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by a medical perſon, to the following import: «1 


do hereby certify, that A B of C, aged — years, 


is in a ſtate of Inſanity, and proper to be received 


into a houſe provided for the relief of perions of | | 


that deſcription.” It is alfo deſirable, that ſome 


account ſhould be ſent, how long the Patient hes 


been diſordered; whether any, or what fort of me- 
dical means have been uſed ; and whether any diſ- 
ofition has appezred in the Patient to injure him 


or herſelf, or any other perſon; with any other 
circumſtances likely to throw light on the caſe rela- 


tive to his or her treatment. 


18th. As the Committee is not to admit any Pati- 


ent, on lower terms than eight ſhillings per weck, 
unleſs recommended by the Agent of a privileged 
Meeting, or a Subſcriber qualified according to the 
third Rule. it is hoped that individual Subſcribers 
will be cautious of recommending Patients, whole 
maintenance, or any part thereof, is paid by a month- 
ly or other Meeting, to the ſaving of the expence 


of the Members of fach Meetings collectively, there- 


by rendering it unnecellary for them to ſubſcribe to 
the Inſtitution: but no diſcouragement is hereby 
intended to tie aſſi ſtance of Friends whole circum— 


ſtances, or thoſe of their near connexions are too = 


ſtrait to pay eight ſhillings per week. 


19th. As it is neceſſary to aſcertain the Sublcrip- 
tions of each Meeting that may have a right tv re- 
commend Foor Fatients, Donors of twenty-hve 


pounds and upwards, are delired to explain, Whe— 


ther they wiſh to enjoy the privilege, during lite, 
of recommending Poor Patients, or that their Do- 
nations ſhall be conſidered as the Subicription of ug 
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their quarterly or other Meetings: and it is agreed, 
that all Donations of individuals (not claiming ſuch 
right of recommendation) ſhall be conſidered as the 


| Sublcriptions of the quarterly Meeting to which 


they reſpectively belong, whether reported to ſuch 
Meetings, or not; and every quarterly Meeting 
ſhall enjoy the privilege of recommending Poor Fa- 
ticnts, in proportion to the Subl ICrIpLIONS of their 
rei,.cttive Members. 


Tu Committee reports, “that the additional wing 
of tie Building, as directed by the laſt quarterly 
Meeting of Subicribers, is in great forwardnels ; 
that the Donations to this Inſtitution amount to

annual Subicriptions amount to Z 51.95; that the In- 
{titution remains ſubject to the payment of five per

Tiovcn the annual Subſcriptions were engaged 


only for three years certain, yet we hope they will 


be continued tor ſome time longer, according to the 
freedom of the Subſcribers, 


As this Inſtitution 1s now be eginning to operate, 
and affords an encouraging hope, that, if properly 
ſuppoi ted, it will be productive of conſiderable uti- 
lity, tne General Meeting again recommends it to 
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the ſerious attention of Friends, They who think 
the object worthy their attention, may be encou- 
raged to promote it, not only on a principle of 
Charity to the Poor, but even from compaſſion to 
thoſe in eaſy and affluent circumſtances, who will 
doubtleſs think themſelves benefitted, though they 
may pay amply for it. The Friends who have 

embarked in this Undertaking, have not been in- 

fluenced by intereſted views, nor are they requeſt- 
ing or deſiring any favours for themſelves. A ma- 

lady, in many inſtances, the moſt deplorable that 

human nature is ſubject to, hath excited their ſym- 

pathy and attention; and they invite ſuch Friends 

as approve of their deſign, to co-o zerate with them 

in an Eſtabliſhment, which hath for its object, the 

mitigation of human miſery, and the reſtoration of 

thoſe, who are loſt to civil and religious Society : 

in the proſecution of which, they humbly rely on 

the favour of Him, whole tender Mercies are over 

all his works.
